4 Sanitary Board know very little about this 


scourge.  U-roic measures have been adopted 
which have involved the community in a huge 
annual expenditure, We have harassed the 
European and the native, the rich and the 
poor, the clean and the unclean, with the re- 
sult that in' three years wo know we have spent 
immense sums in sanitation, that we have 
increased the cost of nearly everything to 
such an exlent that living is almost out 
of the question ‘for the poorly-paid European. 
It is computed ‘that’ 50,000 of the poorer 
but respectable Chinese have left the Colony, 
and asa large percentage of them are. women 
there is every indication to support the popular 
belief that increased rents, coupled with de- 
privation of privacy (the inevitable result,ofa 
rigid enforcement of the Pabiic Health Ordin- 
ance, No. 1 of 1903) have been the principal if 
not the only factors in bringing about this 
exodus, Over and above all this we have 
struck a blow at property (which alter all is the 
real foundation of. prosperity) fram which it 
will take Sometimetotecover, Yetour plague 
“statistics do not affofd us any clue as to whether 
all this expenditure and sacrifice en the part 
of the community have ar have not beeg in 
vain, Not until the death rate per't ooo is lesy, 
perceplibly less, than that of Canton shall we 
be able to say “it is well” £ realize hata 
comparative statement showing the figures of 
Hongkong and Canton side by side would be 
difficult to get, and (hal, when obtained, 
might be only approximately correct, but 
even this would be worth -much money to 
procure. Worth all the money and mare 
that is now heing wasted on smeating walls 
with innocuous wisitewash. Our present figures 
are ‘merely records of passing interest, not, as 
they should and might be, records fraught with 
possibilities of almost incalculab'e value to the 
Colony and to humanity. 

Mr. Lau Chu Pak minuted: The result of

Correspondence which had taken place 
between the UnderSe:retary to, the Govern:

the destruction of rats, draining improvements, 
disinfection, evacuation ef affected localities, 
inspection of travellers, quarantine, segregation 
of actual sick and of contacts, and innoculation. 

Mr. Humphreys, in a minute; said that the 
destruction of rats was the most important, as 
there was no doubt that su-h vermin were 
uctive agents in spreading the disease, as he 
had had proof amongst members of his own 
slaff.. Therefore any practical scheme for 
the destruction’ of rats would be we'comed, 
by all classes’ of the community, but any 
schemefor their purchase would require pravest 
consideration to prevent their who esale im- 
portation from Canton, while rat-farming 
locally would have to be guarded against. He 


did not notice among the Government of | 


India’s recommendations any reference to lime- 
washing, which lent colour to his view express- 
ed uader “ plague statistics," that limewashing 
was valueless'as a plague preventative. He 
had more faith jin the letting off Chinese 
fire crackers, the sulphurous fumes of which 
undoubtedly possess potent disinfecting pro- 
pestics. tL ae : ‘ 
The Medical Officer of Health said that 
while there was nothing new in the papers 
.from India, they were trying rat-destruction 
here, but the only way to make it effective was 
to get the people to help, but the question was, 
would they help without a reward? Rats breed 
four times:a year, and have four to six youny at 
a birth, whichthemselves breed when six months 
old, ‘Then there was the question of the im- 
portation of rats from China in, say, rice junks, 
‘and also that of the handling of infected rats. 
As to the “‘e.acuation of locality " this seemed 
to be impossible here, but it had been done 
for the poorer classes of Chinese for years, 
As ‘regards inspection of travellers, Canton 
was the place most to be feared and the matter 
of dealing with arrivala thence has been gone 
into before. Segregation’ of sick was carried 
out here, but segregation -of contacts was an 
impossibility as they had na segregation camps

ABLAZE 


“ ANOUT $25,002 DAMAGE,

At about half-past two o'clock this morning 
the alarm of fire was givea in the western end 
of the city and the Fire Brigade, in charge of 
Chief Inspector Baker, reparred to the scene of 
the conflagratian. On their arrival at No, 184, 
Des Varux, Road West, a medicine store under 
the sigu of Wing Shun Wo, it'was discovered 
that the flames were burning fiercely in the 
drying-room, on the top storey, and at the 
back of the building. The fire-fighters set to 
work and ‘hoses were laid, bul the men, were’ 
handicapped on‘account of the absence of 
water from the hydraots in the ‘vicinity. The 


fire-float was soon at the pearest quay, and 


with the aid of a few engines, the hoses were 
run up (o the third floor and work in ecurnest 
commenced. In consequence of the inflam- 
mable nature of the’ various drugs that were 
stored in the drying-rosm andthe time wasted 
because of. there being no water in the 
mains, the James spread to the adjoining 
buildmg No. 186. It was ‘also a medicine 
‘store, trading, under the style of Fung Yan 
Hing. The firemen kept at their work hard 
and succecded in‘ confining the fite to the 
drying-rooms of both buildings, and, an hour 
ar so tater the flames were entirely subdued:

A MAXER OF NOBERN JAPAN. . 
: ° i a 
THE LATE FURKUCH! GENICHIRO, 

With the. death recently of Fukuchi Geni- 
chiro, Japan has lost one of the men prominent 
in the building up of New Japan, Despite the 
great success that attended his efforts in mid- 
¢le age Fukuchi tived a life of comparative 
obscurity and disappointment during the last 
ten years, and though he sat in the House ‘of 
Representatives for two or three years before 
hia death he died without achieving anything 
remarkable. Fukuchi was a man of undoubt- 
ed versatility, and'in the daya of his zenith was 
connected with many things—political, social, 
journalistic, and commercial—but bis name 
will ba best remembered as a journolist and 
playwright. Japanese journalism owes much 
to Fukuchi, a pioneer journalist who did much, 
towards lifting Japanese journalism into its - 
Present position. : oe 
Fukuchi Genichiro was born in Nagasaki in. 
1841, He early mastered Dutch and English, 
and: this, together witti his general literary 
attaipmeats, enabled him to obtain an im- 
portant position as official interpreter before 
he was out ofhis teens, Hencetorward, up to 
middle age, bis career was one-of smooth- 
sailing on the sea of success, Perhaps his 
early success had somethiog to do with his 
downfall afterwards, though he is understood ' 
to have persistently declined offers of respon- 
sible positions made by several Elder States- 
ten with whom he wasiassociated at one time 

oranother : 


Fukuchi, in common.with many noted men 
who. made their names during the unsettled. 
and stirring period of the ‘Restoration, was a 
lover of.gay life and early acquired habits of 
dissipation which he evidently found it hard to 
cradicate afterwards. While at the zenith of 
Us prosperity, when editor and proprietor of 
the Michi-Nichi Shimbun, he lived a life of - ° 
great Juxury and even extravagance, At one 
time he was known as the “ Lard of Ikenohata” 
--because he lived atthe latter place, In the 
gay world of Tokyo, indeed, he wasa great 
favourite, and ‘regarded as the leader of fashion, 
It ig-rather remarkable 10 note: that with his» 
extensive associations: in fashionable’ circles,’ 
Fukuchi-remained a teetotaler,. He used to 
say it was the proudest moment for him when 
he, as Chairman of the Reception Committee, 
escarted the wife of General Grant to the re+ 
ception at Uyeno Park in the summer of 1870. 
At that time the visits of distinguished person- 
ages from abroad were few aud far between, 
and the reception accorded to the former Pre. 
sident of the American Republic by thecitizens - 
or tobr was a most brilliant and anprecedent- 
ed affair. : os 


- To return to his early days, when the Japan- 
ese Mission was sent to Europe, in 1861, for the 
purpose of asking the foreign Governments for, ' 
the postponement of opening several pottsto - 
foreign trade, Fukuchi was included in the party 
as interpreter, The mission left Japan on ° 
board.a British war-ship- and, visiting France, 
England, Holland, Russia, ‘Prussia, and Portu- 
‘gal, returned to this country in the spripg of 
1863 on board a French man-of-war., Im 1864 ” 
Fukuchi was dispatched to Franceand En- | 
klind with Shibata Hyuga-no-kami, who was - 
-chirged with the duty of purchasing machinery 
and other material forthe construction of tha . 
shipbuilding. yard at ‘Yokqsuka, On the occa- 
sion of this journey Fukuchi commenced the 
study of French, After his return from Europe 
the following yearhe was given an important 
‘position in the Government, while retaining 
ihis‘office as Chief Interpreter. At this time 
most of the Tokagawa men were in favour of | 
closing the country to foreign intercourse, but 
Fukuchi fearlessly advocated the opening poli- 
Cy, Wuerehy incurring the enmity of the ex- 
clusionists and eves eomdangering his life, : 

It was in 1868 that Fukuchi published his : 

Koko Shtméun, and after the restoration of 
the ‘Imperial’ power he was arrested by the 
new Government on the charge of ‘having 
incited people against the latter in his paper, - 
(ic was, however, released after inchrceration 
for about a month. ; . 


At the-age of 29 Fukuchi again visited 
Tokyo and started a foreign languagn school 
at Hongo which proved more successful than 
4 previous venture in the same line. In 1870, / 
on the introduction of Baron Shibusawa, he, 
made the acquaintance‘of Marquis Ito, wh, 


Vice-Minister of the Finance Deparment asa 


Ne was made an 
Rannual salary of 


official ofthe Department at a 
Yago. Io December of the same year he went 
to America as a member of the suite of Marquis 
ho. This mission was for the purpose of in-- 
vestigating financial matters, such as banking, 
public loans, coinage, etc., and though the stay 
in America was only five months ‘Fukuchi ‘ 
aequired a very valuable knowledge in these » 
afits. In December 1872, Prince Iwakura 
was appointed envoy to negotiate Treaty Re- 
vision with the Treaty countries and sailed to , 
America with Marquis Ito, Kido, Okubo, 
Yamaguchi, and a large number of other well- 
known men, including Fukuchi, who in 1872, 
while in Europe, was ordered to proceed to” 
Turkey and Egypt to investigate the system of 
mixed Law Court obtaining in those countries, ' 
From 1873, daily papers ard periodicals be- 
gan to make their appearance, among these 
being the Nichi-Nichi, Vubin Hocht, Kobun 
Tsushi, Yokohama Mainichi, ete. rukuchi- 
was a contributer to some of these from time 
to time and in December 1875, he accepted the , 
aditarship of the Nicki-Nicki. From this time 
the importance of journalism in the eyes of the 
people began to increase. - Political discussion 
ta those days, as a rule, was-thuracterised. by: 
extraordinary vehemence abd. radicalism, but : 
Fukuchi advocated moderate’ and systematic 
progress. He may be described asthe premicé 
war correspondent, for on the outbreak of the ' 
Satsuma Rebellion in 1877 he went to the front . 
and reporied the fighting. ‘ 
In-the reception of General Grant in the’ 
summer of 1879 Fukuchi took an active past, 
and organised a magnificent entertainment for 
the ex-President: His subsequent life was 
embittered by journalistic accusations and by’ . 
the charge that he had misappropriated the .. 
funds of the Tokyo-Stack Exchange, of which 
he was one of the Directors, Although he was 
subsequently exonerated from all blame, this . 
did much to damage Fukuchi's reputation, A, 
few years later his name appeared in connece, 
tion with a municipal scandal and this, coupled 
with the severe journalistic criticism to which:

‘employed on new installations, while we have 
a very: arge field. for our operations teft un- 
touched. Our sales of current expind every 
month; in fact that expinsion is only limited 
by scarcity of skilled labour, we having to 
simply train our workmen ourselves, With o 
concession from the Chinese Government 
for lighting ap the cily of Coton and areas 
beyond our future prospect secims fully assured. 
But of course to keep up with the deniand we 
have had to increase our plant, and ta'spend 
money. You will see that besides about 
$34,090, expended on lines at Kowloon and 
Canton we have spent some $70,0-0 at Canton 
on buntdings and machinery. With this money 
we have installed another “Engine Alternator 
Set,” a Babcock and Wilcox boiler aad super- 
heater and smaller accessory plant, Further 
we had to extend the building containing our 
engines and boilers, and in doing so we had 
considerable difficulty, owing to the Inck of 
provision for exterision made by the original 
Chinese proprietors, In fact we began to fear 
Amit we should either have to remave the 
works altogether, or ‘split the plant up 
into, separate, stations, neither course be- 
ing desirable, but fortunately owing to the 
burding Scheme, and by filling in a’ creek 
we have been able to purchase a piece of 
lind which although ‘expensive will afford us 
Acompict power station, quite large enough 
for all ordinary requirements,” The extension 
work on this site was necessarily expensive, as 
a hard bottom for our foundations could not be 
found, so the heaviest description of piling was 
necessary. The capital expend.tuie on lines is 
due | to our pushing our mains into all positions:

In ‘making these extensions, we have, as 
coal has proved such aa item, felt justifi- 
ed in turning ovr attention to some of the 
latest systems of generating electricity 
from fuels other than coal; as a‘resule of 
these investigations we decided to. order. 
Dieseloil engine. ‘This type of engine ‘works on 
a new principle, and is without doubt very 
economical, and we feel confident from the 
inquiries we: shave made that we shall effect a 


considerable saving in fuel by this change in 
our type ofengines. We have therefore placed 
an order for one 200 H.W. Diesel engine- 
alternator set which will work side by side with 
our present steam seis, Qur weak pont is 
still our finances. You will see that by paying 
a heavy commission we managed ta float 
1200,c00 of new capil which we could not 
otherwise dispose af, and that in this way we 
have improved our position, and reduced our 
bill for interes! which should be still Jess this 
‘year, but money on Joan cannot be always de- 
pended upon, and if we are to do all the busi- 
ness which wé can sec. before’ us, we must Ret 
more money. That probably will not be ensy, 

ut it should not be impossible, for we holda 
valuable concession, our business ts now ona 
paying basis, and our frowpeas for the future 
dire certainly very goo I shail be plensed to.
